SHIA \ ASSA HSIA IS 
(ii VEA HEATH SE NTE SKE 
Kiev, Sept. 22.—Dmitri Bogroff, the 
assassin of Prem ier Stolypin, was con- 
v luted F riday by

sentenced to death by hanging. Bog- 
rotf shot Premier Stolypin a week 
ago last Thursday night 
during 
a 
gala performance at the opera and 
the prem ier succumbed to the wound 
last Monday night. 
Bogroff is about 24 years of age and 
a graduate of Kiev university. He was 
a member of the secret police and al­ 
so a revolutionist, and is said to have 
buen assigned to the m urderous task 
by the revolutionary organization. 
Bogroff declined counsel. Everyone 
was amazed at his calm ness and the 
-lr rn ness of his voice as he related 
tho history of his life. He also de­ 
scribed how he had deceived the po- 
hue in getting the opportunity to as­ 
sassinate the premier, but not be­ 
traying any of his accomplices. He

conclude his duties before nightfall, 
he would phone his wife when start­ 
ing for his home that she might light 
the house and open the door for his- 
quick entrance.
